“I was crushing it,” says the 42-year-old 
actress, now starring in the Netflix film Se- 
nior Year. Still, she learned there was more to 
happiness than career success. “I was making 
millions of dollars. But then Га have moments 
in my personal life I was not valuing myself be- 
cause of my weight, not having good self-worth, 
not having kind thoughts.” 

It wasn’t until a fertility doctor told her in 
2019 she’d have a better chance of harvesting 
and freezing her eggs if she lost weight that she 
decided to change her lifestyle. “He looked me 
up and down and said, ‘You’d do much better 
if you were healthier, ” says Wilson, who has 
polycystic ovary syndrome, a hormonal disor- 
der that can affect fertility. “I was taken aback. 
I thought, ‘Oh God, the guy's so rude.’ [But] he 
was right. I was carrying around a lot of excess 
weight. It’s almost like I didn’t think of my own 
needs. I thought of a future child's needs. That 
really inspired me to get healthier.” 

And so she embarked on a “year of health” 
in 2020 that’s continuing to transform her life. 
“Even though Ithinkyou can beconfidentatany 
size, I Knew in my heart I wasn't behaving in a 
healthy way, just having a big bowl of ice cream 
for dinner,” she says. She cut down on sweets, ate 
more lean protein and greens, exercised regu- 
larly (lifting weights and taking long walks) and 
slowly lost more than 80 lbs. “It wasn’t a goal to 
get to а certain weight,” she says. “I wanted to be 
the healthiest version of myself.” 

She met resistance early on. “There were 
people in my life saying, Why would you want

The store was an oasis of fresh produce and 
friendly faces in an urban food desert. “That’s 
what makes it so exhausting for so many Afri- 
can Americans and Brown people,” says Bishop 
Pridgen, who also serves as Buffalo's city council 
president. “We experience racism much too often, 
but no one expects it in a place of gathering that is 
normally a place of peace.” 

Peace now feels a long way off, with the stakes 
reaching far beyond this corner of New York. 
“Hate doesn’t need a reason,” says Veronica 
Hemphill-Nichols, witness to the murders in 
the parking lot. “It only needs a target.” Adds the 
grieving Whitfield: “As a society, as ahuman race, 
something’s got to change. Or we don’t have long 
as anation.”

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obby Brown has been hav- 
ing a recurring dream, 
and he hopes it never goes 
away. "I always see them 
at beaches or in fields. And 
I'm always trying to get to 
them,” he says of his late 
children, daughter Bobbi 
Kristina and son Bobby Jr., who died at ages 22 
and 28 in 2015 and 2020, respectively, as a result 
of drug abuse. “They’re running away, but they’re 
laughing. And they’re always together. I didn’t 
have many dreams about Bobbi Kris before Bob- 
by Jr. died. But then all of a sudden—floods of 
dreams.” What’s most important to Brown, he 
adds, is that his children are happy in his visions. 
“That’s enough for a father to feel like God has 
them,” he says. “That makes me get through the 
day a little bit easier.” 

For the 53-year-old R&B music hitmaker, who 
has faced a lifetime of trauma and tragedy, these 
lucid dreams salve the pain of his greatest loss- 
es. Another coping mechanism: sharing his own 
harrowing story of addiction and redemption. Ina 
new two-part docuseries, Biography: Bobby Brown 
(premiering May 30 on A&E), the singer opens up 
about his difficult journey, including his ill-fated 
marriage with the late superstar Whitney Hous- 
ton and the deaths of his children. “I don’t wish 
that on my worst enemy,” he says.

Through the last several heartbreaking years, 
Brown’s family has been his saving grace. His wife 
and manager, Alicia Etheredge-Brown, 48, whom 
he married in 2012, and the couple’s three young 
children, Cassius, 13, Bodhi, 6, and Hendrix, 5, help 
ease the burden of his past. Still, he feels looking 
back helps him move forward. “Doing this docu- 
mentary right nowis very therapeutic for me,” he 
says. “To go back and get out all the cobwebs, clear 
my conscience and move on with life.” 


Brown’s journey began in a rough neighborhood in 
Boston, where his first loss was his innocence. He 
recalls watching police beat and arrest his mother 
as she tried to intervene in the arrest of some of his 
neighbors. In the aftermath he was sent to stay at 
areligious facility, where, he says, he was molested 
bya priest. “I had tucked it down so deep,” he says 
of the memory. “That really bothered me as a child 
andan adult. It’s part ofthe reason I did things like 
drugs and alcohol, why I abused myself."

Hefirst gained fame with the sugary-sweet boy 
band New Edition, but Brown guickly became 
known asa rebel. “He was fun and crazy and full of 
energy,” says Etheredge-Brown, who first met her 
husband in the late '80s, after he was ousted from 
the group for erratic behavior. Interjects Brown, 
who chuckles nowat his “bad boy” persona: “I was 
full of something.” Brown adopted an edgier sound 
and shot to success as a solo artist with hits like 
1988’s “My Prerogative” and Grammy-winning 
“Every Little Step.” But when he began dating 
golden girl Houston, the world was convinced 
they were ill-matched. As her career soared and 
his plateaued, Brown largely became known as a 
corrupter of Houston’s pristine image. 

It wasn’t until after Houston’s death in 2012—she 
drowned in a hotel bathtub while using cocaine— 
that many close to the couple revealed that Hous- 
ton had influenced Brown in the use of hard drugs 
like coke and heroin. Over the years their daugh- 
ter Bobbi Kristina witnessed their vices and their 
struggles. Brown says he’s been clean of narcotics 
for 20 years and has been sober from alcohol for 
nearly two years. “It was really rough because I was 
so addicted. I had to be put into medical detox first,” 
he says. “And then the Bible got me through. It was 
about becoming healthier for my daughter and for 
the rest of my kids.” 

After his divorce from Houston in 2007, he wor- 
ried about Bobbi Kristina and what she was being 
exposed to. But when he raised concerns with Hous- 
ton, who had been granted sole custody of their 
daughter, Brown says, “it fell on deaf ears.” Still, 
he never thought that Houston would succumb to 
her addictions: “I thought she was getting herself 
together. I didn’t think she would turn back.” 

When Houston died, his first thought was of 
Bobbi Kristina. “I knew she would just be gone,” 
he says of his daughter’s grief. “Her mother was 
her best friend.” Brown says he lost contact with 
Bobbi Kristina for three years because of long-

Adds Ether- 
edge-Brown: “To say that we were going to lose two 
children in that way is just hard to believe.” 

The couple want о spread the message about the 
dangers of drug abuse, particularly fentanyl. “I want 
to make sure that no other family, no other father, 
has to go through that,” says Brown. “I’ve cried, but 
nothow I want to. I really want to just scream at ће 
top of my lungs and cry, but it’s just not there.” 

He’s now back on the road with New Edition. 
Still, his main focus is being a present father and 
husband. “After the tour, I just want to stay home, 
relax and play with the kids,” says Brown, who also 
has two other adult children. And with his wife’s 
support, he’s prioritizing his sobriety. “I work hard 
at staying sober every day of my life,” he says. “I 
have so many people rooting for me to be the best

For years Teen Wolf 's Colton 
Haynes lived a double life, 


until the darkness took over. 
Now he’s carefully stepping 
back into the spotlight. 
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hen a 15-year-old Colton Haynes was 
summoned from Kansas to meet with a 
big modeling agency in 2004, he arrived in 
New York City four inches taller. “I duct- 
taped underwear into little rolls and stuffed 
them into boots too big for me,” he remem- 
bers. “I just wanted to be what everyone else 
wanted me to be.” 

What the modeling world needed? A 
six-foot, blue-eyed, lantern-jawed pinup. What 
Haynes wanted? To be desired. “We were poor as 
5---. And I knew that my looks were my only cur- 
rency,” he explains. “I leaned into that so hard.” 
When the agency learned he was only 5’8”, it gave 
him a week to book a job, or he was out; he landed 
an Abercrombie & Fitch ad on day three. 

Now 33, Haynes can look back at that pivotal, 
star-making moment and connect some dots. 
Raised in poverty by amom with substance abuse 
issues and a combustible dad who turned up now 
and then, Haynes had an athletic older broth- 
er (with whom he’d fight over food stamps) and 
dreams of being the male Kate Moss. “Delusion 
— was my first drug,” he says. What he did become 
— was a teen idol, segueing from modeling to acting 
-and starring on two series with massive fan bases: 
Teen Wolf and Arrow. He ascended quickly, but 
e couldn't outrun childhood trauma— pain that 
Iped fuel an eating disorder and addiction. “То- 
ay I know ГІП only as sick as my secrets,” he says. 










So he wrote them all down, in a 
new memoir, Miss Memory Lane. 
“I needed to rid myself of these 
things Гуе held on to for so long.” 


Long before he could recite the 
names of supermodels, Haynes 
knew two things. One, he was gay. 
And two, he wanted to be a storm 
chaser. Growing up along so-called 
Tornado Alley, first in Arkansas and then outside 
Wichita, Kans., he would watch the dark clouds 
gather every spring. The air would become heavy, 
moist and silent. A moment of serenity, then vio- 
lence. “I'd watch the tornadoes approach,” he 
recalls. “How can something so beautiful be so 
destructive?” 

Inside the house, things swirled just as fast. “My 
parents had this volatile, really dangerous love. 
That ‘love in a hopeless place’ kind of situation. 
That Rihanna song. My mom was afraid for us 
when my dad would return, but she was also eager 
to get us out of the house so they could пр it apart.” 

When Haynes wasn’t hypnotized by funnel 
clouds, throwing rocks at passing cars or sneak- 
ing turns in his mother’s stilettos (“I walk better 
in heels than sneakers,” he says with a laugh), he 
watched Rosie O’Donnell’s talk show and longed 
to get out of town. “I sent her so many tapes of me 
dancing to 'NSync songs.” He began having furtive 
relationships with other boys early on and by high 
school had one with a much older man. At night 
he danced as a go-go boy in a gay bar—a job he’d 
secured with a fake ID. 

“Even at 15 I had learned sex was not about love 
but a tool,” he says. “Once I knew something was 
going to get me the attention I wanted, there was 
nothing holding me back from using my body or 
doing whatever I could to help me get that love 
I needed.” Haynes begins to cry. “I didn’t really

His first job in Hollywood, where he moved in 2007: 
a phone-sex operator. He appeared on the MTV 
reality show The Hills, took acting classes and 
began auditioning. Then he quickly hit a road- 
block. “They said, ‘Gosh, he looks like a star, but 
his mannerisms and the way he sounds, too gay.” 
He had to fix his lisp. ^I put a Post-it under my 
tongue.” He also went to a movement class “to 
straighten up my mannerisms. I knew I had to 
change everything about myself.” He had been out 
for several years, but he reentered the closet. 
Here's the thing—it all worked. Haynes was 
cast as Jackson Whittemore on the MTV series 
Teen Wolfin 2011 and became one of those young 
stars fans mobbed at malls. He left that show over 
contract negotiations in 2012 and was then cast as 
reformed criminal Roy Harper on Arrow. But the 
more successful he became, the more boxed in he 
felt. He began living a double life, filming during the 
day and going to bars and clubs at night, hooking up 
using an alias. He says he tried to come out several 
times, but agents and managers encouraged him

not to. He developed addictions to Adderall (to lose 
weight and stay awake) and Xanax (to chill out). 

Haynes left Arrow in 2015 during its third season 
(he wouldreturn tothe show occasionally) and came 
out publicly in 2016. That's when the parts suddenly 
dried up. “I am only offered roles like the ‘gay best 
friend’ today.” Requests for paid posts on social 
media, which he relied upon financially, also van- 
ished. “The only thing I was offered after I came out 
was to be the face of [gueer-hookup app] Grindr,” 
he says. He married celebrity florist Jeff Leatham in 
2017 and filed for divorce six months later. 

In 2018 Haynes overdosed on a bottle of Oxy- 
Contin, a bottle of Xanax and a bottle of tequila 
and woke up ina Los Angeles hospital. “I had tubes 
coming out of every hole in my body. I couldn’t see 
out of my left eye.” He acknowledges it was a sui- 
cide attempt. “My mother had died [earlier that 
year | from alcoholism. My dad had killed himself 
with OxyContin. I had set out not to be anything 
like my parents.” 

After a stint in rehab, Haynes is now sober, with a 
fresh perspective, anew memoir, an understanding 
of and appreciation for his mother, and apart inthe 
Teen Wolfreboot movie. Though he’s back in the 
game, he says some things haven’t changed: “Name 
one leading actor, male romantic lead, who's openly 
gay?" Thereis, however, onething he's not ready to 
change.

It’s life’s little victories, like cooking dinner and 
persuading her 4-year-old daughter Emilia to eat 
every bite, that fills single mom Jacqui McNeill 
with joy. Emilia likes to sit in her toddler seat on the 
kitchen counter and watch wide-eyed as her mom 
makes a variety of curries and rice dishes from 
scratch—“’picy India,” Emilia calls them. Mealtime 
can take up to three hours, and “she makes a huge 
mess,” Jacqui says witha laugh. Butif Mom tries to 
speed her up, the plucky little girl pushes her away 
with her favorite go-to phrase—“I got it.” 

Such moments of mother-daughter magic are 
nothing short of miraculous, says Jacqui, 29. In the 
almost twoyears since she first received a photo of 
Emilia—who was born without arms and legs, due 
to arare and often fatal condition called tetra-ame- 
lia syndrome—Jacqui has fought to give the little 
girl the best possible chance at life. When Jacqui 
was approved as a single mom to adopt Emilia 
from the Kerala, India, orphanage where the child 
had spent her life, “they told me, Good luck. She's 
a grumpy child. She never smiles,’ ” says Jacqui. 
“But she’s a little fighter. She doesn’t do anything 
but smile, and she’s had a lot to overcome.” 


Becoming a mother is the fulfillment of Jacqui’s 
lifelong dream. Raised by Irish Catholic parents, 
she began caring for her seven younger siblings 
(in a family of 11 kids) after her mom died sudden- 
ly of heart failure when Jacqui was 12. After high 
school, she planned to become a nun but, after 
three years of study, found that her desire to have 
a child was too great. Soon, inspired by the work

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of Mother Teresa, Jacqui began working alongside 
children with disabilities in a foster home in India. 
“Т didn’t understand how anybody could look at 
these kids and see anything but beauty, vulnera- 
bility and innocence,” she says. 

The experience led her to begin the arduous 
process to adopt. It would take three years of court 
dates, evaluations, grants and side jobs to raise 
the $45,000 in fees. She was matched with Emil- 
iain July 2020 and received her photo and file. “T 
remember opening her information and saw ‘limb 
deficiency, ” says Jacqui. “Then I saw it was all 
four limbs.” Her immediate reaction was fear, she 
admits, “but I knew that she was mine,” she says. 

The pandemic and other obstacles kept Jacqui 
from meeting Emilia in India until April 27, 2021, 
when they began their trip home to Wadsworth, 
Ohio. Emilia was nonverbal and often ill at first. 
“She can go from having a head cold to being really 
sick fast,” Jacqui says. But with treatment and now 
weekly physical and occupational therapy, Emilia 
has learned to speak, play with toys and scoot up 
and down stairs. She draws and writes using her 
left shoulder and cheek and has learned to use a 
fork in the same way. Future prosthetics will be 
“up to Emilia,” Jacqui says. 

The McNeills start each day with a long snuggle, 
then Emilia attends preschool while Mom works 
as a behavioral therapist. “I didn’t know what was 
missing until I got her,” says Jacqui. “Now life has 
beauty and purpose.” Ф

Back 
in high school, when she discovered 
she had access to a savings account 
her parents had set up for her, she be- 
gan “withdrawing alot of money on the 
weekends and taking all my friends out 
and got in really big trouble with my 
dad,” says Martin, 51, with a laugh. 

S0 it came as a surprise to nobody in 
her Minden, La., hometown when Mar- 
tin, the chefand owner of Geaux Fresh 
Bistro & Bakery, reached out to the 
local Generation House, a residence 
for women who have completed a sub- 
stance abuserecovery program, started 
by one of Martin's church friends. “It 
just resonated with me,” says Martin, 
who has stayed sober for 25 years and 
says her faith helped her kick her own 
drug and alcohol addictions. “I said, 
“These are people I need to help.” 

Since then Martin has hired near- 
ly a dozen women from Generation 
House to work at her bustling cafe, 
offering steady employment in a safe 
space to recovering addicts who often 
have trouble finding а job. On any giv- 
en afternoon at Geaux Fresh, a team 
of four or five of the women can be 
found in the kitchen chopping vegeta- 
bles, baking pies and preparing salads, 
wraps and paninis. 

More importantly, they are learn- 
ing to cope with the stress ofworkand 
reentry into society without falling 
back on drugs and alcohol, says 
Martin, who is featured in 
Home Town Kickstart Pre- 
sented by People, the new 
HGTV series honoring 
people making a differ- 
encein their communities. 

“With me as a boss, it’s 
never about an employee's 
skills,” Martin explains.

It's a lesson that Martin had to learn 
the hard way. A child of divorce, Mar- 
tin grew up in Minden and by her early 
teens was drinking and doing drugs to 
blunt the pain and anger caused when 
her parents split when she was 7. 

By her mid-20s “I knew I was losing 
control,” she says. “I walked into a bar 
one night and looked around and real- 
ized I knew more than six people, so I 
dropped a beer bottle in the trash and 
never picked up a drink again.” 

She credits her Christian faith and 
the support she received from fellow 
churchgoers with giving her the hope 
and strength to break her addiction 
to drugs. Then, inspired by a sermon 
delivered by a guest minister at her 
church, she put her passion for bak- 
ing to work selling cheesecake by the 
slice, eventually growing the business 
into her popular restaurant. She runs 
Geaux Fresh with her husband, Devin 
Martin, now 47, whom she met while 
studying at Bible college in Okla- 
homa. Says Martin: “God 

intervened in my life." 
Today Martin is now 
planning to “getting bigger 
and busier” so she can hire 
more women who need a 
helping hand. She says she 
understands how difficult 
the struggle against addic-
